Heavy Payment Due Next Month 
on Higgins Property at Bisbee. 
Tombstone Consolidated Down 
Over Eight Hundred Feet—Rich 
Body of Ore Struck in Old Yuma. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES. } 

TUCSON (Ariz.) Oct. 12.—Last Fri- 
day the great Copper Queen smelter at 
Douglas made a record run, turning 
out in twenty-four hours 136 tons of 
converter copper, thirty tons more than 
the average daily production. The 
works are beginning to receive quanti- 
ties of outside ores for smelting, most 
of them of character favorable for 
mixing with the Bisbee sulphides. One 
hundred tons of ore a day are now 
being received by.rail from the Silver 
Bell mine of Pima county. 

The new ore body struck in the 
Houghton property at Bishee has $32 a 
ton values in gold, lead and silver. The 
ore body's end has not been reached in 
the tunnel now being driven and there 
must be several hundred feet of it 
overhead. 

A payment of $67,000 will be due in 
November on the Higgins property at 
Bisbee. It is understood that the bond- 
ing company is not — to make 
good and that Thomas Higgins, the 
owner, is undecided whether he will 
grant ‘additional time or not. It is be- 
lieved that the property will go back 
to Higgins. Digging is being prosecuted 
actively in the meantime, with the ho 
of uncovering a good ore e 
prospect for success is sald to be of 
the best. 

The deepest workings on the Tomb- 

stone Consolidated property are now 
down 810 feet, 100 feet below the old 
water level in the mines and 280 feet 
below the water level when the great 
pumps were started last year. Sinking 
on the main shaft is being steadily 
rosecuted, impeded by the necessity 
‘or pumping about 3,000,000 lions of 
water a day. The drained levels are 
now perfectly dry and quantities of 
good ore are being mined in the uncov- 
ered stopes. 
Pheips, Dodge & Co. have begun ex- 
tensivé work on their Sierra de Cobre 
mine in the Cananea mountains of 
northern Sonora. George A. Laird haa 
been installed as superintendent. The 
mine is being drained of about 100 feet 
of water that has accumulated during 
the long period of litigation and idle- 
ness. It is believed to possess the rich- 
est copper deposits in the Cananeas, 
though not, possibly, of the size of that 
of the Capote mine, its neighbor, the 
property of the Greene Consolidated 
Company. 

Though only one furnace has been 
run on the new works of the Old Do- 
minton company at Globe, the copper 
bullion output has been maintained at 
about twenty-five tons a day, with ore 
consumption of about 425 tons. A_sec- 
ond furnace of the same capacity 4s to 
be blown in as soon as facilities can 
be provided for handling the additiona) 
ore charges. It is expected that the 
production for the next few montha 
will be maintained at fifty tons of con- 
verter copper a day.

SANTA BARBARA. 


ELECTRICITY FROM THE SUN. 
(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES} 

SANTA BARBARA, Oct. 13.—Alberd 
Carter of Serena, president of a com- 
pany which for some time past has been 
manufacturing solar furnaces at that 
place, has made an interesting and im- 
portant electrical discovery—a combi- 
nation of metals, which, when fused 
together in the form of a disc, will 
generate electricity from the rays of 
the sun. The Times correspondent was 
shown one of Carter's solar electric 
generators in operation at the compa- 
ny’s plant yesterday. A power 
about five inches in diameter, which re- 
sembied a «mall grindstone, was sus- 
pended a short distance above a cun- 
cave mirror. When the reflected rays of 
the sun were concentrated on the disc, 
it generated electrical power which, 
when transmitted to a small motor, 
easily turned it at the rate of 400 revo- 
lutions a minute. After several inter- 
est demonstrations Carter removed 
the from the framework and took 
it to pieces to show that it contained 
no chemicals. The disc was formed of 
forty-five radiating sections of metal 
joined to a central core. The disc was 
three layers thick, each layer being 
separated by thin strips of asbestos. 
Carter did not divulge the combination 
of metals which formed this generating 
disc, but in appearance it resembles 
zinc and this metal, it is understood, 
forms a large part of the combination. 
Mr. Carter will soon start the construc- 
tion of a larger disc to make more ex- 
tensive experiments with his new dis- 
covery. He has assigned all his rights 
to the Solar Furnace Company; of 
which he is president, and the work of 
making € generators will 
on with the manufacture of
